Resolutely he confined his diet to 
what seemed two be radical, and ate 
so sparingly that he previously 
would have thought it would mean 
slow starvation. 

Doubtlessly his comparatively cor- 
rect living had something to do with 
the results, which were remarkable. 

After thirty days the nurse felt 
free to tell the blood pressure—it 
was 150. And this while continuing 
his work and gaining five pounds. 
(He had before this lost nine pounds 
since winter.) 

Last week, which was six weeks 
later, and while working still as 
ever, his blood pressure stood at 130, 
and with a further gain of four 
pounds. 

ix is rare indeed, I understand, to 
lower the blood pressure while at the 
same time gain weight. The man’s 
weight is about rormal now. He 
assures us he feels a sense of well- 
being he has not felt in years.

THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT

Director “The Crop Testing Plan” 


The “Crop Testi Plan” has just 
concluded the analysis of 24,000 
wheat samples, each one of which 
represents a farmer's field of wheat. 
While a large number of excellent 
true-to-variety fields were found, 
yet on the cther hand the tests re- 
vealed that thousands of farmers are 
losing money by producing crops 
which are made up of mixtures or 
of unsuitable varieties. These poor 
varieties and mixtures not only lower 
the farmer's yields and grades, hence 
lose him money, but as well tend to 
lower the general quality of Cana- 
dian wheat. Farme.s, therefore, who 
had C’s and “Mixtures” in the “Crop 
Testing Plan” tests, or other farmers 
who rv-ay be in doubt about the 
quality of their crops, should cer- 
tainly not continue to sow r 
money-losing seed, but should now 
lay their plans to secure more suit- 
able stock for next spring’s sowing.

AUTUMN TIPS FOR MOTORISTS 


1. Because of earlier darkness, acci- 
dents involving motor’ vehicles 
increase greatly in September 
and October over July and Au- 


gust. Make sure headlights are 
properly focussed and _ burning 
brightly. Reflectors should be 


cleaned and dim bulbs replaced. 
Be sure and use long-life Cana- 
dian-made lamps. 

Brakes should be checked now 
after the summer's heavy driving. 
At 40 miles an hour, a car cannot 
be stopped under 115 feet. Have 
the car wheels “pulled” to assure 
proper check. 

A good anti-freeze is an economy, 
not an expense. Many cases of 
freeze-up, causing costly repairs, 
are due to motorists thinking 
they were protected. But boil- 
away types of anti-freeze evapor- 
ate on warm days, leaving the 
radiator not sufficiently pro- 
tected when cold weather comes 
again. The permanent type of 
anti-freeze keeps at full strength 
all winter long. A popular brand 
has been considerably reduced in 
price this Autumn. 

Old, worn tires are dangerous on 
rainy Autumn days and particu- 
larly on icy pavements. For 
safety’s sake, they should be re- 
placed now. 

Nothing cuts down a car’s effi- 
ciency more than a rust-clogged, 
corroded cooling system. Form- 
erly it was a long, expensive pro- 
cess tu clean it out by acids, but 
garages now report a_ simple, 
three-step cleaning process which 
does the work in half an hour at 
low cost. After having the cool- 
ing system cleaned, be sure and 
use an anti-freeze which con- 
tains special rust inhibitors,

Railway Yards and Sidings Are 
Weed Paradises 


“Roadsides are probably second 
only to railway yards and sidings as 
harboring places for weeds,” ob- 
serves Herbert Groh, Botanist in 
Charge of Weed Investigations, Ot- 
tawa, who after five years’ absence 
spent a couple of week lately repeat- 
ing his weed survey of the Peace. 
The results of previous surveys have 
| been published by the Division of 
Botany in Technical Bulletin No. 7, 
entitled “Peace-Athabaska Weeds.” 
His recent trip carried him north- 
|} West to Itudson Mope and only bad 
weather prevented him from making 
a trip over the Monkman Pass route 
‘With few exceptions,” continues Mr. 
Groh, “the more noxious weeds have 
been caught by weed survey in such 
yards before they have been seen in 
fields. In one Grande Prairie yard 
Canada thistle, perennial sow thistle, 
couch (quack) grass, western couch 
grass, tall buttercup, evening prim- 
rose, wild mustard (not ball mus- 
tard), mouse-ear chickweed, gum- 
weed, Cunada fleabane, tumbling 
mustard, wallflower and red-seeded 
were all found within

Campfire pictures are easy to take with any camera. Try iti 


Wits the arrival of cooler days 
and nights just about everybody, 
it seems, wants to take advantage of 
every opportunity to get out tn the 
country, the lake or seashore for 
marshmallow roasts, fleh fries, corn 
roasts, clam bakes, and what have 
you 

Taking pictures at night around 
the campfire is a lot of fun and the 
results very pleasing and out of the 
ordinary, Since the introduction of 
the photofiash lamp there has been a 
tremendous interest in campfire pie 
tures for this lamp is 6o simple to 
operate, The photoftlash lamp is sim 
ilar in appearance to a common elec- 
tric bulb and can be screwed into a 
special holder resembling an ordl- 
nary hand flashlight tube. These 
bolders are very inexpensive and 
can be purchased at almost any 
store selling photographic supplies. 
The flash is set off by pressing a but- 
ton, as on an ordinary flashlight, and 
it gives an inteuse light without any 
noise or smoke. 

This is how you take a campfire 
pieture.

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HINTS ON FISt?# COOKERY 


If you have never done much fish 
buying or cooking, you will need a 
few pointers to enable you to get 
the best for your money. For those 
who are old hands at this depari- 
ment of household management, a 
brief review of the points to remem- 
ber when purchasing and preparing 
fish will not come amiss. 

The housewife is wise to find out 
what varieties of fish her locality 
offers when purchasing fresh fish 
and the season when it is abundant 
and moderately priced. 

In selecting fresh fish, look for 
smooth, moist skin, firm flesh, fresh 
odor, full bright apes and gills, and 
firm fins and tail

serves tnree persons, but when buy- 
ing whole fish with head and tail,
